Edmond Cooper (one of the Do keepers ) for aſſaulting and keeping Sir Gilbert Gerrard Baronet, one of the Knights 
of the Shire tor their County, by force and arms out of the Commons Honſe of Parliunent, on the 27. day of Decem- 
ler laſt; when 21. Members more were in like {ort ſecluded and kept out of the Houſe by them Which will 
lerye as a Preſident for other Counties, and future Secluders of the Members. 


E Jurors, &c. do pꝛeſent, That whereas by the Laws of England, 

and the Cuitom and Puvileges of the Parliaments thereof, every 

Knight, C1:1zen AND gurgeſſ. duly chvoten and retoꝛned to ſit in the Par- 

liamenis Of England, dught to have trce ac. efle and entrance into the Com- 

mons Howe of Parliament, and therein fice'y to (it and Vote during the continu- 

ance af the ſaid Pailiaments, without any forcible interruption or hinderance; 

And whereas there was a Parliament duly ſummoned to meet at 

Weltminttcr, Within the County of Mi«dlelex on the Third day of No- 

vember in the year of our L02d, (after the computation of tng'and) 

| 1640, And Whereas Sir Gilbect Gerrard of Harrow on the Hill in the 

County of Mdolciex àfoꝛeſaid Baronet, Was by the Freeholders of the 
ſaid County, duly elected, and retoꝛned one of the Knights of the laid - ouncy, With full and ſuft- 
cient power fo: himſelf , and the Commonalty of the ſaid County, to fit and vote in the ſaid 
Commons Houſe of Parliament, and to doc and conſent to all ſuch things as ſhould be oꝛdai⸗ 
ned by Common Council of Parliament, during the continuance of the fatd Parliament, 
without any foꝛcible interruption o2 hinderance ; Neverthelcſle, Colonel Matthes Au ed, late 
of Weitminiter in the County of \i1ddlelex afozeſaid Gent, Colonel ]oha Okey, late of Weltmintter 
afoꝛeſaid in the ſaid County Gent. and |:dmond Cooper late of VVeſtminſter afozeſatdin the ſaid 
County Taboꝛer together with divers other perſons to the ſaid Juroꝛs yet unknown, on the 
V. day of D-<cmber, in the year of our L02d 1659, at V Veſtmiaſtet afozeſaid, in the County afoze- 
ſaid, with foꝛte and arms, ec. in and upon the ſaid Sir Gilbert Gerrard Baronet, in the peace of 
God and in the publike peace then and there being, and going to and endea vouring to enter in⸗ 
to the Houſe of Commons of Parliament afozeſaid, at Weltmioſter afoꝛeſaid, in the County 
afo:cſaid, then and there being and ſitting, to ſit and diſcharge His Duty therein, as one of the 
Knights of the ſaid County of Miidlctex and a Member of the ſaid Commons Houſe of Parlia⸗ 
ment, an aſſault did make, and then and there with fo:ce and arms atozeſaid, him the ſaid Sir 
Gilbert cerrard did foꝛtibly and unjuſtly keep out of the ſaid Commons Houſe of Parliament, 
and hinder him from entring into the ſaid Houle to diſcharge his duty afozeſaid therein; co che
